M.  I.  A.  A.  Meet  at  Cameron  Was  Fast 

— Four  Records  Were  Broken — 

Mo.  Wesleyan  Wins. 

Coach  Rice,  C.  T.  Richards,  and 
Ralph  Yehle  left  Thursday  afternoon, 
May  20,  on  the  4:48  Burlington  to  at¬ 
tend  the  annual  spring  meeting  of  the 
M.  T.  A.  A.  held  at  Cameron,  Mo. 

A  meeting  of  school  coaches  and 
faculty  representatives  was  held  at 
the  College  on  Thursday.  This  Mr. 
Rice  attended  and  he  reports  that  a 
number  of  new  rules  were  adopted 
which  will  be  of  much  benefit  to  the 
M.  S.  T.  C.  as  a  member  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation.  The  Veterinary  College,  St, 
Joseph,  asked  admittance  but  could 
not  be  received  because  it  is  neither 
a  state  teachers  college  nor  a  member 
of  the  Missouri  Collegiate  Union. 

Friday  noon  the  couches  and  facility 
representatives  were  entertained  by 
Dr.  Cameron  Harmon,  president  of 
Missouri  Wesleyan,  at  dinner  at  the 
school. 

Friday  morning  the  dash  and  hurdle 
preliminaries  were  run  off.  Ralph 
Yehle  took  second  in  his  heat,  120- 
yard  high  hurdle.  la  this  contest  he 
injured  his  ankle  which  later  in  the 
afternoon  gave  considerable  trouble. 

la  the  afternoon  the  meet  went  off 
rapidly,  several  records  were  broken. 
The  pace  set  in  all  events  was  the 
fastest  kind.  Because  Yehel  ’s  ankle 
"as  b«» 1  lieriug  him  considerably  he 
didn’t  take  h is  place  in  the  hurdl  *. 

In  the  shot  put  Richards  took  fifth 
place,  throwing  the  weight  84  feet. 
The  competition  was  very  close  and 
“Big  Bill’s”  showing  was  good. 

In  running  high  jump,  Yehle  wi  ll 
both  ankles  bandaged  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  further  injury  and  to  lessen  the 
pain  as  much  as  possible,  cleared  each 
successive  height  with  ease  until  his 
nearest  ^competitor,  Medley,  of  Mis¬ 
souri  Wesleyan,  dropped  out  at  5  ft., 
7  in.  The  bar  was  then  raised  to  o 
ft.,  10  in.,  and  Yehle  cleared  it  easily 
on  first  trial.  This  established  a  new 
collegiate  record.  In  order  to  save 
himself  for  the  Ames  meet,  Yehle  did 
not  attempt  to  jump  higher. 

This  year’s  meeting  of  the  M,  1.  A. 
A.,  was  one  of  the  fastest,  four  rec¬ 
ords  being  broken.  Missouri  Wesley¬ 
an  was  the  winner.  Maryville  with 
two  men  secured  five  points,  defeat- 
lag  Tarkio  with  a  team  of  six  men, 
netting  three  points.

L  We  have  gotten  along  without 
many  things — inventions  of  many 
kinds.  But.  we  are  glad  to  get  them 
and  use  them.  A  progressive  people 
welcomes  better  ways  of  living. 

2.  International  law  has  failed. 
•‘Much  water  has  run  under  the  mill 
since  the  days  of  Grotius.”  (Sayne). 

3.  Principles  enunciated  by  Jeffer¬ 
son,  Washington  and  great  interpreters 
of  international  law,  and  the  prac¬ 
tices  initiated  by  them  a  century  ago 
are  not  those,  necessarily,  which 
should  guide  us  now.  Physicians  of 
today  do  not  follow  the  teachings  of 
Hippocrates  or  Galen  because  one  was 
the  father  of  medicine  and  the  other 
its  greatest  expositor. 

4.  When  the  Federal  Constitution 
was  made,  an  objection  raised  was 

the  propos'd  Union  was  too  great 
an  undertaking,  too  difficult.  In  his 
Farewell  Address  Washington  answer¬ 
ed  this  objection  in  these  words:  “Let 
experience  solve  it.  To  listen  to  mere

.").  These  attempts  have  been  made 
but  they  lacked  administrative  mach¬ 
inery.  That  was  the  difficulty  with 
treaties  of  1648,  1713  and  1818.  This 
machinery  is  provided  for  in  the 
League  in  five  ways: 

1.  Art.  X.H-XI.I1.  Settlement  of  in¬ 
ternational  disputes  thru  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

2.  Art.  X.  Guarantees  against  in¬ 
fringement  of  territorial  integrity 
and  existing  political  independence. 

3.  Art.  vm-xxm.  Reduction 
and  limitation  of  armaments  and  reg¬ 
ulation  of  trade  i it  ammunition. 

4.  Art.  XXI r.  Mandatory  system  of 
colonial  colonization. 

*>.  Art.  XVIII.  Abolition  of  secret 
understandings  thru  required  registra¬ 
tion  and  publication  of  treaties. 

6.  The  reason,  perhaps,  that  the 
Romans  fought  so  many  wars,  “Wo 
usually  got  what  wo  propare  for,” 
(Sumaor),  The  League  will  reader 
preparation  on  so  largo  a  scale.  In¬ 
ternational  competition  in  armament 
which  is  sure  to  lead  to  war,  can  be 
stopped  only  by  the  League. 

7.  That  nations  can  work  together 
peaceably  and  harmoniously  when  it 
is  to  their  interest  to  do  so  has  been 
demonstrated  by  the  Universal  Postal 
Union,  by  the  Allied  Maritime  Trans¬ 
port  Council,  and  by  the  Internation¬ 
al  Council  of  Scholars. 

8.  Patriotism  means  a  spirit  of  na¬ 
tionalism,  This  often  times  leads  to 
war.  The  only  means  of  holdiug  this 
spirit  in  check  here  to  tore  is  the  Bal¬ 
ance  of  Power  principle.  History 
shows  t Bat  this,  toe,  leads  to  war. 
The  League  curbs  the  spirit  of  Nation¬ 
alism  and  does  not  employ  the  Bal¬ 
ance  of  Power  principle. 

9.  In  the  Great  War  tho  United 


States  could  not.  stay  out.  She  was 
drawn  into  the  Balance  of  Power 
scheme  in  spite  of  herself  as  a  matter 
of  self-preservation.  Without  the. 
League  she  may  be  drawn  into  the, 
scheme  again.  For  without  the, 
League  the  Balance  of  Power  princL 
pie  is  sure  to  persist.  Why  not  “car¬ 
ry  the  Monroe  Doctrine  to  the  world?*’ 

10.  If  the  United  States  has  not 
the  League,  she  must  safe-guard  her 
interests  by  armament.  Rivalry  in 
armament  leads  to  war. 

11.  There  is  all  the  more  need  for. 
the  League  that  this  hatred  may  be. 
curbed  and  finally  controlled.  The. 
League  does  not  undertake  to  stop 
war  immediately.  It  is  an  effort  look¬ 
ing  to  that  end;  that  will  make  peace 
possible  at  least,  if  not  always  prob¬ 
able. 

12.  Jesus  Christ  was  an  idealist. 
The  Great  Commission  was,  “Go  ye 
into  all  the  world — ”  The  League 
paves  the  way. 

13.  Tlu*  boasted  isolation  policy  of 
the  United  States  has  been  carried 
too  fur.  American  public  opinion  fail¬ 
ed  to  take  notice  of  the  tendencies  of 
European  diplomacy  which  Jed  to  the 
Great  War.  Isolation  thus  becomes  a 
menace. 

14.  “Autocratic  self-interest  is  not 
intelligent.”  It  leads  to  war  and  war 
is  seldom  a  remedy.  Rivalry  for  com¬ 
mercial  supremacy  threatens  peace. 
The  American  merchant  marine  rivals 
that  of  England.  Under  the  League 
the  interests  of  both  will  be  safely 
handled. 

lf>.  Without  the  League  our  sol¬ 
diers  were  forced  to  help  settle  Eur¬ 
opean  boundaries.  What  lias  happen¬ 
ed  will  happen  again  unless  something 
be  done  in  the  way  of  prevention. 

16.  In  the  League  centralization  is 
accompanied  by  the  democratization 
by  means  of  its  methods  of  informa¬ 
tion  and  publicity,  its  manner  of  vot¬ 
ing,  its  protection  of  weak  states  and 
its  uplifting  of  backward  peoples.  All 
tend  toward  liberty. 

17.  Article  6,  clause  2,  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  makes  treaties,  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  Federal  statutes  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land  binding  upon  every 
state  without  regard  to  state  laws, 
Art.  3,  Sec.  2,  provides  for  enforce¬ 
ment  of  treaties  (Pnrkiusou).  Any 
question  calling  for  international  dis¬ 
position  may  be  settled  in  this  man¬ 
ner.  (The  Labor  Question  might  be 
one). 

18.  All  important  questions  must  be 
settled  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

19.  The  question  of  Freedom  of  the 
Seas  is  a  menace  to  the  peace  of  na¬ 
tions.  Without  the  League  there  cun 
be  no  real  Freedom  of  the  Seas. 

20.  The  more  the  nations  fight 
each  other  the  more  they  must  fight 
the  forces  of  Nature  Inter.  The  chief 
object  of  tho  League  is  to  prevent  war 
if  possible. 

21.  The  usefulness  of  the  League 
is  already  established.  The  work  of 
the  Council  demonstrates  the  fact  that 
it  is  a  practical  body.  Appeals  to  it 
are  already  made  with  confidence.

Manual  Arts  Work  Reorganized. 

The  manual  arts  department  has 
been  completely  reorganized  to  fit  the 
needs  of  the  locality. 

Seven  courses  are  offered  in  this 
course.  Others  may  possibly  be  ar¬ 
ranged. 

Among  tlu*  courses  offered,  one  of 
those  of  greatest  interest  and  impor¬ 
tance  is  applied  electricity.  Almost 
every  labor-saving  device  makes  use 
of  electricity  and  the  purpose  of  the 
course  is  to  give  the  student  tlu*  fun¬ 
damental  principles  that  will  help  in 
operating  these  machines.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  outlines  give  a  rather  definite 
idea  of  the  points  that  will  bo  cover¬ 
ed: 

1.  Elements  of  electricity:  A 

study  of  magnets,  introducing  the 
volts,  ampere,  watt,  ohm  and  other 
elements. 

2.  Electric  hell  wiring:  size  of 
wire,  method  of  running  wire,  making 
different  kinds  of  joints  and  taping. 

3.  Interior  electric  wiring:  Name 
of  material,  size  of  wire  and  their  car¬ 
rying  capacities,  etc. 

4.  Telephone:  A  complete  study 
of  parts,  installing,  repairing,  loca¬ 
tion,  trouble  and  maintenance. 

">.  Au'omobile  wiring:  Repairing 
and  locating  trouble. 

b.  M  (dors :  Repairing  and  clean¬ 
ing. 

Prerequisites  of  this  course  are 
woodwork  21a,  enrolled  in  shop  draw¬ 
ing  I. 

Farm  shop  practice  is  another  in¬ 
terestin''  course;  it  is  designeed  for 
those  who  wish  to  obtain  practical 
experience  in  simp  problems  that  con- 
trout  tlu*  farmer.  The  work  consists 
of  blacksmith ing,  babbitting,  solder¬ 
ing,  belt  lacing,  tread  cutting  with 
Imnd  dies  and  tapes,  repairing  har¬ 
ness  and  machines,  grinding  wood¬ 
work,  painting  and  white  washing, 
and  other  farm  work. 

Woodwork  21a  is  a  prerequisite  to 
the  farm  shop  practice  course  but  ad¬ 
mission  is  granted  upon  special  per¬ 
mission  of  Mr.  Glenn, 

Woodwork-bencli-courses  21a  and  b 
is  another  interesting  and  practical 
phase  of  manual  arts  work. 

Wood  Turning,  courses  71  a  anil  It 
is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  work¬ 
ing  knowledge  of  wood-turning  lathe, 
the  woodturner’s  tools,  and  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  in  exactness  and  artistic 
workmanship  with  Hie  tools.  Inter¬ 


pretation  of  blue  print  work  is  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  this  course. 

Course  151,  shop  administration  and 
organization  covers  the  principles  un¬ 
derlying  the  whole  structure  of  the 
art  of  modern  shop  management.  The 
st ii  lent  with  his  shop  experience  takes 
the  place  of  a  teacher  and  undertakes 
to  solve  all  problems  that  face  a  shop 
instructor. 

.Shop  drawing,  mechanical  drawing 
and  architectural  drawing  lias  been 
completely  reorganized  upon  a  more 
tliord  and  practical  basis. 

Ferd  Masters  will  assist  in  putting 
away  and  preparing  materials  in  the 
summer  school  work  of  manual  arts 
department.
